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Booze crackdown 
on drunken louts

A CRACKDOWN on drunken 
louts who are blighting Ely’s 
green spaces looks set to be 
expanded. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has vowed to end booze- 
fuelled anti-social behaviour in the 
city and is asking the public for 
support. 

The authority wants a “designation order 
for the non-consumption of alcohol” put in 
place to stop people getting drunk on 
Cathedral Green, Cross Green, St Mary’s 
Green and Cherry Hill. 

The orders would not prevent sociable 
drinking, such as at public events or picnics, 
but would apply to people drinking alcohol 
and causing nuisance, annoyance or 
disorder. 

A public consultation on the proposals 
will be launched today and people will have 
four weeks to comment. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, the chairman of 
community services committee, said: “We 
are looking at a new order for Cathedral 
Green, Cross Green, St Mary’s Green and 
Cherry Hill in Ely, where a small minority of 
people are causing problems for others. 

“It is important to stress that if approved 
this will not stop anyone from drinking 
alcohol in the park if they are socialising 
with friends or having a family picnic. 

“This order is to stop the consumption of 
alcohol when it creates the potential for 
disorder or causes an annoyance to others.” 

Anyone breaching the order would be 
subject to police punishment. 

As reported in the Weekly News, the same 
order was placed on Ely’s award-winning 
Jubilee Gardens earlier this year following 
complaints about drink-related anti-social 
behaviour. 

Cllr Cresswell said: “We introduced an 
order restricting the consumption of alcohol 
in Jubilee Gardens to prevent anti-social 
drinking becoming a major problem.

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Phone box opens to display 
local artworks? Good call! 


A DISUSED red phone box has been saved 
and turned into a quirky art exhibition. 

Just 10 months ago, residents and 
councillors in Prickwillow announced they 
wanted to stop plans to remove the village’s 
much-loved BT red kiosk. 

The parish council bought it for just £1 
and has been working with locals to give it a 
new lease of life. 

Now their hard work has paid off and the 
kiosk, which even has its own page on social 
networking site Facebook, is showcasing the 



work of local sculptor Pete Baker. 

Everything from Mr Baker’s steel fairies to 
mushrooms are on display inside the phone 
box, and the exhibition will be on show for 
the next month. 

And the kiosk looks set to be full with 
different displays well into 2011, with 
various artists, schools and organisations 
expressing an interest in using the space. 

The project is the brainchild of local 
graphic designer Nick Edell, who is delighted 
with the interest shown in the phone box. 

He said: “We are hoping that this phone 
box - an iconic English space - will capture 
community imagination and we are already 
very excited about the level of enthusiasm 
the idea has received.” 

With no funds available for the restoration 
of the kiosk, a number of villagers stepped in 
to offer their services for free and local 
builder Dave Simpson carried out the bulk of 
the work using paint left over from a 
refurbishment of the village hall. 

The door lock was fitted by council 
member Richard Raine and the box was 
cleaned by East Cambridgeshire District Cllr 
Jackie Petts, who lives in the village. 

The team is planning around one show 
each month and will work alongside Arts 
Development in East Cambridgeshire (ADeC) 
on certain projects. 

Mr Edell said: “Our aim is to provide an 
open art space for local artists, craftspeople, 
galleries and school children as well as 
contemporary artists from further afield.” 

Mr Baker’s exhibition was launched 
yesterday.

Museum takes 
old fire engines

THREE antique fire 
engines have mov¬ 
ed one step closer 
to being put on 
public display. 

For more than 20 
years, the precious eng¬ 
ines have been stored 
out of view in garages at 
Ely Fire Station. 

But as reported in the 
Weekly News, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service ann¬ 
ounced this summer 
that it wanted to find 
them a new home. 

The service said the 
engines were not only 
taking up too much 
room but were also 
wasted behind closed 
doors. 

Keen to keep them in 
the Ely area, the City of 
Ely Council contacted 
local museums and 
Prickwillow Engine 
Museum came forward 
to say it may be able to 
take all three. 

The Weekly News can 
confirm the engines 
have now been moved to 
the museum, where they 


will remain for the fore¬ 
seeable future. 

Paul and Pauline Dun¬ 
ham, trustees of the 
museum, are now work¬ 
ing hard to prepare them 
for public display. 

The three engines - a 
Shand-Mason steam 
pump, a timber hand- 
operated pump, and the 
Fulbourn pump - have 
all served in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire over the 
years. 

Tracey Coulson, from 
the City of Ely Council, 
said: “Arrangements 
have now been finalised 
for the three vintage fire 


engines to be moved to 
their new home at Prick¬ 
willow Engine Museum 
for the foreseeable fut¬ 
ure and every effort will 
be made to ensure they 
stay in the area. 

“The council has 
worked very closely with 
the fire service and the 
museum to ensure they 
stay local and can be 
enjoyed by the local 
community. 

“The engines are now 
the responsibility of the 
museum and we are 
delighted that they are 
now going to be cared 
for and put to good use.”

Day to mourn 
brave Joshua 

HUNDREDS of people are 
expected to pay their respects 
to Littleport Primary School 
pupil Joshua Hinchliffe today. 
The 8-year-old lost his three- 
year battle with cancer on 
Sunday, October 3 and died at 
his family home in Southery, 
near Downham Market. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, Joshua was first 
diagnosed with cancer in 
March 2007 after doctors 
found a tumour on his kidney. 
After recovering from a course 
of intensive treatment, he was 
diagnosed with cancer again 
in September 2008 when 
doctors found a melon-sized 
lump in his pelvis. 

He was given a second 
course of treatment at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge but was diagnosed 
with cancer again in April, 
when his family were told it 
was terminal. 

His funeral was due to be held 
at Southery Church at 2pm 
and afterwards at Southery 
Village Hall.

Dad killed in

Mr Upshaw, the driver of the Toyota, 
had to be cut from the car and was taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital with a head 
injury 

He was pronounced dead shortly after 
the collision but no one else was injured.

Sergeant Chris Clare said: “We are 
investigating the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding this collision and would appeal 
to anyone with information about the 
incident to get in touch.”

THIS is what Ely’s long- 
awaited new leisure 
complex could look like. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council members have app¬ 
roved the concept design for 
the new multi-million-pound 
facility. 

Detailed plans will now be 
drawn up ready for a planning 
application. 

The district council is 
pressing ahead with plans for 
the new complex on land at 
Downham Road, insisting it is 
the best site, despite some 
residents saying it makes more 
sense to build it at the city’s 
existing Paradise Sports Centre. 

Following a public consult¬ 
ation this summer, a number of 
changes have been made to the 
design. 

Among them are adding 
space for another 100 cars, 
creating an additional fitness 
area, extending family chang¬ 
ing areas and providing a cover 
for the coach pick-up/drop-off 
area. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chair¬ 
man of the council’s comm¬ 
unity services committee, said: 
“It is really encouraging to see 
how the feedback from the 


public consultation has fed into 
the revised designs for the 
proposed new leisure complex. 

“It goes to show how much 
interest and support people 
from across East Cambridge¬ 
shire have for the plans that 
they took time to study the 
designs to tell us what they 
thought.” 

If plans are approved, the 
building will boast a range of 
facilities, including a 25-metre, 


six lane swimming pool, small 
children’s leisure water area 
and a six-court sports hall. 

Cllr Cresswell said: “The new 
complex is designed to meet 
the demands of our growing 
population, while incorp¬ 
orating state-of-the-art tech¬ 
nology to create a place where 
all residents throughout the 
district want to go to. 

“Yes, we still have a number 
of challenges to meet but I 


believe it is better to aspire for 
fantastic facilities than settle for 
less and rue our failure to act in 
years to come.” 

A planning application is 
expected to be submitted this 
winter.

Officers conducted a roadside breath 
test, which he failed, and when tested at 
Ely Police Station Lipshaw gave a 
reading of 66 micrograms of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of breath. 

The legal limit is 35 micrograms. 


He pleaded guilty at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday to a charge of 
driving a motor vehicle when above the 
legal alcohol limit. 

Unrepresented in court, Lipshaw, of 
Ely Road, Fordham, said: “Ed only had 
two cans of cider and a sip of Stella so 
thought I’d be fine to drive. 

“It’s certainly something I’ll never be 
doing again.” 


Sue Thompson, presiding magistrate, 
banned Lipshaw from driving for 18 
months. 

She said: “It was a foolish mistake 
that’s going to cost you dearly. 

“We can’t have people like this on our 
roads.” 

Lipshaw was also fined £160 and 
ordered to pay £85 court costs and £15 
victim surcharge.

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Two stalls go in 
market changes 


ONLY two market stall¬ 
holders have stopped trad¬ 
ing in Ely since East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council's (ECDC) intro¬ 
duced cost-saving meas¬ 
ures. 

A major shake-up of the way the 
markets were run earlier this year 
may have raised fears about 
traders’ futures but more stall¬ 
holders now want to bring their 
wares to the city, according to 
ECDC. 

Traders, residents and comm¬ 
unity leaders were fuming when 
ECDC bosses announced that 
stallholders would have to pay 
extra for their stalls and erect them 
without help for council staff. 

A campaign was launched in a 
bid to stop the move in its tracks 
but the authority insisted changes 
needed to be made, not only to 
save costs but to also give the 
markets a boost. 

All stallholders now have to pay 
£10 a week, plus VAT, for their 
market pitches and stalls - and 
must sign a one-year contract. 

But existing stallholders rec¬ 
eived a 50 per cent reduction on 
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the charges for the first six months 
of the new arrangements, followed 
by a 25 per cent reduction in the 
following year. 

Figures show that since the 
council stopped erecting and 
dismantling the stalls on October 
1, there has been no loss of traders 
from the city’s Thursday market. 

Since the introduction of 
charges for the erection of stalls 
came in, there has also been no 
loss of traders on the Saturday 
craft and collectible market. 

But two farmers’ market traders 
have stopped selling since the 
changes were introduced but heir 
spaces have now been taken. 

ECDC has also revealed that six 
new traders have signed up to sell 
in the city and have started a four- 
week trial. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, ECDC’s 
chairman of the community 
services committee, said: “Earlier 
this year, there was a great mis¬ 
conception that the council was 
trying to close Ely markets. 

“At the time we said it was 
nonsense and I believe the figures 


we have released confirm how 
wrong it was to spread such 
rumours. 

“We understand the value of the 
markets to the future of our fine 
city - they are one of the 
cornerstones which a strong 
community spirit can be built 
around. 

“Their future was never, ever in 
doubt.” 

Despite the changes, the city’s 
recent French and continental 
markets have also met the expect¬ 
ed income, according to ECDC. 

Cllr Cresswell said: “It is 
fantastic to hear that we have 
welcomed six new traders to the 
markets and with a number of 
people currently on trial I know 
this number will grow further. 

“A successful market is a 
mixture of many things - from 
great produce to excellent service 
and the knowledge a bargain can 
be found. Ely markets has all of 
these attributes and more which 
makes their future incredibly 
exciting and we hope prosperous.” 

ECDC now plans to hold more 
specialist markets in the run up to 
Christmas and throughout 2011.

I returned in 
the afternoon to try my luck with tea 
and cakes. I was the only customer so 
I headed for one of the window 
tables. A waiter asked me what I 
wanted and when I said that I wanted 
a pot of tea and cakes he told me that 
I could not take a window table 
because they were reserved for main 
meals. I pointed out that there were 
no customers having main meals, but 
I was still refused a window table. I 
have not been back since. 

I am sure that the Compass group is 
very experienced at running 
restaurants in the high streets of large 
cities but I am afraid it seems to be 
somewhat clueless when it comes to 
running a riverside catering 
establishment.

Groups ‘miss out’ on 
£12k community fund 


COMMUNITY groups were cele¬ 
brating this week after collecting 
£35,000 in grant funding from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

But angry Liberal Democrats say more 
groups could have been helped if the 
council had dipped into a pot of money set 
aside in a community fund. 

Among the beneficiaries of the Comm¬ 
unity Facilities Section 106 grants scheme 
was Mepal Parish Council, which has been 
given £5,940 for new bus shelters. Little- 
port Leisure Centre has been awarded 
£10,915 to repair an access road. 

A new notice board will be erected in 
Stuntney thanks to a £495 grant and 
Burwell Sports Centre received £10,000 to 
improve its facilities. 

But Haddenham Day Centre will not get 
the £280 it wanted to pay for a Christmas 
lunch for elderly residents and disabled 
and vulnerable people will lose out on 
£1,500 for support services. 

Swaffham Bullbeck-based Red2Green, 
which supports a Health for Life project for

disabled, vulnerable and isolated people, 
has also missed out on funding, as has 
Stretham Youth Club, which wanted £1,500 
to run a new Friday club for older young 
people and those at risk. 

Community choir Witchford Voices will 
not get £1,500 to help with running costs 
and a new basketball club at Littleport 
Leisure Centre has also had its bid for 
£1,500 rejected. 

Lib Dem councillors say those project 
that missed out on cash could have been 
funded through the East Cambridgeshire 
Community Fund. 

Cllr Pauline Wilson, Lib Dem comm¬ 
unity services spokeswoman, said: “The 
fund had £12,500 set aside for groups 
across the district and the Tories defied 
officers’ recommendations and decided 
not to award this money. 

“This is absolutely appalling. It means 
that groups may have to rethink their plans 


and people may miss out because the 
Tories cannot run this council’s budget 
efficiently. 

“We have seen time and time again 
vulnerable people taking a hit because of 
the Tories’ financial mismanagement and 
this has got to stop.” 

But Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman of the 
council’s community services committee, 
said the Lib Dems need to face up to 
“financial reality”. 

He added: “We can’t pay out what we 
can’t afford. 

“I know the East Cambridgeshire Lib 
Dems are unhappy with their party being 
part of the coalition Government, but it is 
about time they accepted the situation and 
worked with us to resolve these financial 
difficulties. 

“None of us involved in public life enjoy 
making decisions of this nature but the 
current economic climate made it a 
necessity.” 

An ECDC spokesman said money set 
aside in the community fund had been 
directed to “support other services”. 


Curfew order for man who missed work appointments 


A LITTLEPORT man has been 
placed on a strict curfew after 
breaching the conditions of his 
community order. 

Magistrates ordered Kevin 
Scarff to complete 100 hours of 


unpaid work in December. But 
the 28-year-old missed his 
appointments on August 17 and 
24 and failed to inform his pro¬ 
bation officer. 

He pleaded guilty at Ely 


Magistrates’ Court to failing to 
comply with his order. 

He said: “I’d been helping out 
with the harvest on a local farm 
and then my grandfather died 
so I just lost track.” 


Magistrates placed Scarff, of 
Queens Road, on a six-week 
curfew, where he must be at his 
home address between 7pm 
and 7am each day. His unpaid 
work order continues.

Drunken man

“He then came back at around 5am, 
went upstairs, woke her up and started 
accusing her of being unfaithful. This 
escalated and an argument broke out. He 
elbowed her in the back and grabbed her 
around the throat. She admits she hit him 
with a lamp to get him off her.” 

The victim then left the house with their 
children and returned the next day, on 
September 27, but Wilson was not there. 

Mrs Fawehinmi said: “He eventually

came back and was making a lot of noise 
downstairs. 

“She went down to tell him to quieten 
down when another argument broke out, 
this time about money. 

“He then followed her upstairs and 
pushed her against a wardrobe. Their 12- 
year-old daughter came in, saw what 
happened and asked her dad to stop what 
he was doing.” 

Wilson’s wife then reported him to the 
police and he was arrested. 

In a police interview, he admitted he had 
no recollection of either assault as he was 
drunk. 

Christopher Casey, mitigating, said: 
“Alcohol is the demon here which needs 
addressing. His wife loves him and wants 
to be with him but he just changes when 
he has had a drink.” 

Magistrates adjourned the case for an 
“all options” pre-sentence report to be 
prepared. 

Wilson will be sentenced on October 28. 

He was released on conditional bail not 
to directly or indirectly contact his wife.

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Cathedral ‘ghosts’ 
inspire scary story

AN award-winning author 
has described how ghosts he 
saw at Ely Cathedral as a 
child inspired his latest 
novel. 

Andrew Taylor, who was born 
and raised in Ely, has just pub¬ 
lished his latest work, The Anatomy 
of Ghosts. 

The novel is set in 18th century 
Cambridge when renowned scep¬ 
tic John Holdsworth is summoned 
to the city to investigate ghost 
sightings. But the last thing Mr 
Holdsworth expects to see is his 
deceased wife. 

The book takes readers on a 
journey that treads the boundary 
between madness and super¬ 
stition. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Mr 
Taylor, who left Cambridgeshire as 
a teenager, explained how an exp¬ 
erience as an 11-year-old boy 
inspired him to write the book. 

The former King’s School Ely 
student said: “I remember it vividly 
and it has been something that has 
never left me. 

“It was during a dress rehearsal 
for the school’s end of term Christ-

mas carol service. 

“I was sitting at the back of the 
cathedral, quite bored and was 
looking up into the West Tower. 

“Above the large window, there is 
a walkway and it was there I saw 
five or six black-robed figures 
walking along. 

“I could see them perfectly and 
they looked like monks.” 

Mr Taylor, who lived in St Mary’s 
Street, told his father, a clergyman, 
what he saw, who then mentioned 
the story to the head verger of the 
cathedral at the time, Alan Frank¬ 
lin. 


Mr Franklin, who controlled 
access to the tower, denied that 
anyone had been up into the tower 
that day. 

Mr Taylor, whose previous book, 
The American Boy, was a best¬ 
seller, said: “That image has been 
dormant in my mind for some time 
until I got the desire to write a 
ghost story. 

“Many people don’t believe 
ghosts exist but I know what I saw 
that day.” 

However, Dr Michael Chandler, 
the Dean of Ely, said the cathedral 
is not home to any ghosts. 

Dr Chandler said: “The cathedral 
is an ancient place of Christian 
worship. 

“Whatever legends may have 
accrued over the centuries, the 
reality is that the worship of God 
has no place for the existence of 
ghosts. 

“Ely Cathedral, as with any other 
dimly-lit places in gathering dusk, 
often makes it difficult to recognise 
people and objects with any 
accuracy. 

“As a result, stories of numerous 
myths and legends have accumul¬ 
ated over the years, and, no doubt, 
will continue to do so.”

Cases of insurance fraud have been on 
the rise since the recession began. The 
Association of British Insurers (ABI) 
puts the total cost to the industry of 
undetected general insurance claims 
fraud at £2bn per year. This adds 
around £40 a year to the insurance 
premiums paid by all policyholders. 

There has been a big rise in organised 
fraud, where criminal gangs work to 
systematically defraud insurers. The 
most common way of doing this is via 
a "cash for crash" scam, where 
criminals stage accidents, typically at 
roundabouts, by suddenly slamming 
their brakes and causing the car behind 
to crash into them. The fraudsters 
then claim for the cost of repair or 
replacement of their vehicle on the 
innocent driver's insurance. At a high 
court case in February, an organised 
ring of "cash for crash" insurance 
fraudsters was ordered to pay its 
victims almost £400,000 after seven 
insurers joined together and 
successfully sued the fraud ring.

New owners have high 
hopes for village pub 


Ian gets fine threat 
over phallus shrub 


A KEEN gardener was 
stunned when police 
threatened him with a fine 
for a public order offence- 
because his garden hedge 
was shaped like a phallus. 

Ian Ashmeade, 53, 
tended a bush on his 
driveway into the shape of 
a phallus in 2002 after he 
noticed the shrub had 
started to form a similar 
shape. 

But last week a police 
officer visited his 
Haddenham home and 
threatened him with an 
£80 fine for a public order 
offence if he did not 
“modify” the topiary. 

The father-of-three, who 
is a keen pea shooter, has 
now trimmed the shrub 
into the shape of a tube, 
with a pea emerging from 
the tip. 

IT worker Ian said he 
was disappointed someone 
has complained about his 
creation. 

He said: “The topiary 
has been in its pruned 
state for more than eight 
years and nobody has had 
a problem with it. 

“Why somebody has 
taken offence to it now is 
very difficult to understand 
and I’m quite disappointed. 


I think it’s very sad. 

“A policeman came 
around to my house and 
told my wife that someone 
had complained about the 
bush. 

“He said that if I didn’t 
do something I would be 
facing an £80 fine and 
could be charged. 1 " 

The policeman spoke to 
Ian’s wife, Clare, on 
October 1 and said he 
would be fined if the bush 
was not “modified” by 
October 6. 

Ian, who won the World 
Pea Shooting Champion¬ 
ships in Witcham, in July 
this year, pruned the 
offending shrub into the 
shape of a pea shooter on 
October 5. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary 
confirmed an officer 
threatened Ian with a fine 
following a complaint 
about his shrub. 

He said: “Officers 
received a complaint from 
a member of the public 
regarding the shape of a 
shrub. 

“Officers went round at 
the weekend and asked the 
man to change its shape or 
he would be fined for a 
public order offence.”

A VILLAGE pub has been saved 
thanks to a local garage owner. 

The Anchor, in Little Downham, was 
closed down earlier this year after it was hit 
hard by the recession. 

But local businessman Tony Summersgill 
and his wife Linda have now bought the pub 
and have high hopes for its future. 

Mr Summersgill, who runs the ALS Lock 
garage next door to the pub, told the Weekly 
News he would be applying for planning 
permission in the next few weeks to 
refurbish the pub. 

He added: “We have bought The Anchor 
from Punch Taverns. 

“The pub needs quite a bit of devel¬ 
opment as it hasn’t had much money 
invested in it over the years but we want to 
restore it into a traditional country inn. 

“We want it to be at the heart of the village, 
somewhere where local people, as well as 
tourists, can enjoy good food and drink in 
comfortable surroundings. 

“We will be submitting a planning 
application within the next few weeks and 
hopefully councillors will share our 
aspirations. 

“We are also looking at the possibility of 
running a bed and breakfast service there. 

“Having the garage next door, taking on 
the pub just seemed the perfect opportunity 
and we do have some experience in that 
field.” 

The Anchor was closed earlier this year by 
its former licensee William Bradley, who at 
the time called for a rescue package to 
prevent it closing for good - something 
which Mr Summersgill says has now been 
achieved. He said: “We are really excited 
about what the future holds for The Anchor.” 

If redevelopment plans are approved by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council, the 
new-look pub could be open before 
Christmas.

Dad fined after

Driver fined after clay

Hobbs, of Sandway, South- 
ery, near Downham Market, 
was fined £145 and was 
ordered to pay £35 court costs 
plus £15 victim surcharge.

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W hen she exploded on 
to the music scene in 
2007 with her 

cockney-tinged lyrics speaking 
of the awkwardness of teenage 
romance and the vitriol of 
break-ups, Kate Nash became 
an overnight sensation. 

The feisty songbird saw her debut 
album Made of Bricks - featuring her 
signature hit Foundations - go double 
platinum, catapulting her to the top of 
the album charts. 

After the frenzy surrounding her 
died down, the guitar-wielding, piano¬ 
pounding singer-songwriter retreated 
from the glare of the music scene for 
a while. However, in April she was 
back in the limelight, with the release 
of her long-awaited second album My 
Best Friend Is You, signalling a 
coming of age for the 23-year-old. 

Produced by the former Suede 
guitarist Bernard Butler, those 
expecting a retread of her pop debut 
will have to look elsewhere: this 
album introduces a grown-up Nash to 
the charts, one that deals firmly with 
the issue of female empowerment. 

The album boasts more mature 
themes, a wider range of influences 
and much more challenging sounds - 
look no further than the raucous I Just 
Love You More, which was given 
away as a free download earlier this 


year. London born and bred, Nash 
says she feels good about her new 
album, pleased with the way it’s 
turned out and rightfully sees the 
songs on it as a progression from 
those of Made of Bricks. “That can 
only be a good thing, right?” she 
asserts. 

First single Do-Wah-Doo (sample 
lyric: “Everyone thinks she’s a bit of 
alright but I think that she’s not so 
nice / Everyone thinks that she’s a 
lady, but I don’t - I think that girl’s 
shady”) was inspired by the girl 
groups of the late 50s and early 60s, 
complete with the sort of rolling 
drums, strings, handclaps and ‘doo¬ 
wop’ rhythms you’d hear in records by 
The Ronettes or The Supreme s. 

“I really got into that sound,” she 
enthuses. “I’d heard it when my 
parents played it when I was little, but 
really started listening to it when I 
was in Australia on tour in 2008.1 
picked up this box set called One Kiss 
Can Lead To Another, a collection of 
rare girl group singles, and I just 
found the writing amazing. I was on a 
plane and I heard Stop In The Name 
Of Love by The Supremes, a song I 
knew inside out, in a totally different 
light. 

“As a kid it had this amazing dance 
beat and melody, but then I must have 
been feeling emotional on the plane - 
sometimes I get that, must be the 
altitude - and it just hit me that it’s 


the saddest song ever. This woman is 
begging her partner to stop cheating 
on her, and she’ll forgive him as long 
he comes back, but she just needs 
him,” she muses, stopping for a 
moment to let her dissection of the 
song sink in. “It’s insane, and I’d 
never heard it like that before. 

“That sort of music was all I was 
listening to for a while, I only wanted 
to listen to girl groups - The 
Ronettes, The Shirelles, The Crystals, 
The Chiffons, The Flirtations and The 
Angels and loads of others. 

“That time period, late 50s and 
early 60s, was really interesting; a lot 
of people seemed to be in unhappy 
relationships, because it wasn’t 
acceptable to get divorced. That 
situation just makes for the most 
heartbreaking music, because 
people pretended and put on a 
front - which might explain 
why that music is so ‘up’, but 
then the lyrics are so 
heartbreaking.” 

As was the case with 
Made of Bricks, Kate 
doesn’t particularly write 
about herself and her 
own situation, so you 
won’t hear love songs about 
her boyfriend, The Cribs singer 
Ryan Jarman, on the album. 

“I like to write the truth. I wear 
my heart on my sleeve, but at the 
same time I love theatre and fiction 


and stories 
as well. I might 
get bored just 
writing about 
myself anyway. 

I’d have to make sure I 
was always doing 
interesting stuff, 
wouldn’t I? I 
couldn’t just sit 
in and watch 
Jeremy 
Kyle.”

WALL STREET: MONEY 
NEVER SLEEPS 
certificate 12A 132m 

MORE than 20 years after Michael 
Douglas won an Oscar as scheming 
Wall Street trader Gordon Gekko in 
Oliver Stone’s acclaimed film, the 
character’s mantra - “Greed is good” 
- rings louder and clearer than ever. 
The global recession continues to 
bite and much of the blame is laid at 
the revolving doors of avaricious 
bankers, who took big risks and 
enjoyed massive bonuses for their 
spectacular failure. Against this 
backdrop of mismanagement, writer- 
director Stone returns to the hallowed 
halls of New York’s financial district, 
where banks go cap in hand to the 
US government for bail-outs. 

Aside from a brief cameo from 
Charlie Sheen as Bud Fox, Gekko is 
the only returning character for the 
sequel, which pits Douglas’s 
dinosaur, who has been languishing 
behind bars, against a new 
generation of men in suits. 

The global financial landscape may 
have changed but the pursuit of 
profits at the expense of friendships 
and the natural world has not. 

The film opens in 2008 with Gekko 
(Douglas) being released from jail 
with his effects, which include a gold 
money clip and a hefty, brick-like 


mobile phone. 

He emerges into a world that is firmly 
controlled by the financial community 
and teetering on the brink of ruin. 

He finds new success with a best¬ 
selling book and tour. In the audience 
is ambitious trader Jake Moore (Shia 
LaBeouf), who is the boyfriend of 
Gekko’s estranged daughter Winnie 
(Carey Mulligan). 

He is inspired by Gekko’s words but 
knows that making contact would 
jeopardise his relationship with the 
woman of his dreams. 

When Jake’s mentor Louis Zabel 
(Frank Langella) commits suicide 
after his company is taken over by 
vicious rival Bretton James (Josh 
Brolin), the young man swears 


revenge and enlists the help of Gekko 
to destroy Bretton and the people he 
works for. 

Wall Street: Money Never Sleeps 
bares its teeth at the banking 
community but ultimately doesn’t 
draw blood, using the recession as a 
hook for a retread of the original film, 
with tearful father-daughter bonding 
thrown in for good measure. 

LaBeouf and Mulligan are well 
matched as they struggle to keep 
their relationship afloat in a sea of lies 
and betrayal. 

Douglas relishes the chance to slip 
back into the designer threads of his 
signature role. 

Underestimate him at your peril.

An apple a day - 
it's not hard to do 


J ust one bite of a ripe, 
crisp apple picked 
straight off the tree 
should be enough of a 
mouth-watering experience 
to make most gardeners 
want to grow at least one 
variety in their own garden. 

Apples are the taste of autumn 
and there are many apple events at 
this time of year around the 
country, inviting people to try new 
varieties, offering growing advice 
and looking at how to avoid pests 
and diseases. 

Yet, apples are not difficult to 
grow and there are enough 
varieties to cater for virtually any 
amount of space you may have, 
even if you only have room for one 
in a container. 

The RHS - whose festival, A 
Taste Of Autumn, runs from 
October 21-24, celebrating apples 
and other autumn produce with 
events at its four RHS gardens in 
Wisley (Surrey), Harlow Carr 
(Harrogate), Hyde Hall (Essex) 
and Rosemoor (Devon), and 
hundreds of RHS recommended 
gardens around the UK - has now 
launched a new apple guide 
offering tips on choosing a variety,

cultivation and troubleshooting. 

Apples can be grown in a range 
of forms, including traditional 
open-centred trees, cordons (single 
stem with short side-shoots) and 
espaliers (trained to grow on a flat 
plane, often symmetrical and 
against a wall or fence). You need 
to choose your tree according to 
the space available. 

There is also a wide range of 
rootstocks, from dwarfing to 
vigorous, but for a medium-sized 
bush tree or a cordon, choose the 
semi-dwarfing M26 rootstock. 

To crop well, apple trees also 
need pollination from another tree, 
so be sure to choose varieties from 
the same or a close pollination 
group. 

Bare-root trees can be planted 
when dormant, from late autumn 
until early spring. Apples thrive in 


a well-drained soil, at least 60cm 
(2ft) deep. Add well-rotted organic 
matter before planting and mulch 
and water through the growing 
season until your tree is growing 
well. Apples prefer a sheltered, 
frost-free position in full sun, 
though providing they receive half 
a day’s sunshine in the growing 
season they will tolerate some 
shade. 

Once established, your apple 
tree will need very little care 
throughout the year, but a little 
love will go a long way to keeping 
it healthy. Keep it weed-free and 
water it during dry spells and when 
the fruit starts to swell, particularly 
if it is newly planted or in a 
container. 

In early spring sprinkle a 
balanced general fertiliser (such as 
Growmore) around the base. To 
ensure the best crop, prune the tree 
every year. 

Apple trees can suffer from a 
variety of common problems such 
as brown rot, apple scab and other 
diseases, often derived from poor 
levels of calcium, erratic watering 
or wet summers. The RHS apple 
guide offers advice on how to 
alleviate these problems. 

Most apples will be ready to 
pick sometime between August 


and October, depending on the 
variety. As with most fruit, the 
obvious way of testing if an apple 
is ready for picking is to taste it. 
The other telltale sign is if there 
are a few lying on the ground 
around the tree (called windfalls). 
The fruit should have swelled to a 
good size and started to colour up. 

The RHS’s recommended 
varieties include ‘Blenheim 
Orange’, used early for cooking, 
‘Discovery’, a red-flushed dessert 
apple, ‘Egremont Russet’, a 
dessert type which is good for 
storage, and ‘Pixie’, a Cox’s type 
apple which produces small fruits 
ideal for children.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Kaffir lily (Schizostylis) 

These elegant, autumn¬ 
flowering perennials are ideally

MOUTH-WATERING: the Royal Horticultural Society has 
published a new guide on how to grow apples, even in 
the smallest gardens or in containers. 


The rhizomes should be planted 
2.5-5cm (l-2in) deep in spring and 
you’ll need to plant several plants 
around 30cm (12in) apart to give 
any impact. They can grow to 
around 80cm (3 tin) tall and make 
great companions for asters, while 
pink-flowered varieties also 
complement silver foliage plants 
well. Kaffir lilies are hardy in most 
areas but you’ll need to cover them 


with a thick winter mulch or grow 
them in pots under glass in colder 
regions. In winter, cut down the 
stems and protect the crowns with 
chipped bark. 

Popular varieties include S. 
coccinea ‘Major’, which bears big, 
deep red flowers, while ‘Fenland 
Daybreak’ is a smaller variety 
which bears pink flowers from 
August to November.

The March athlete led the field going into the 
800m and held her nerve to finish only five 
seconds behind her nearest rival, Jessica 
Zelinka, to clinch a personal best score of 6,156 
points and the gold medal on Saturday. 

Canadian Zelinka, who needed to beat Hazel 
by 10 seconds to deny her first place, finished 
second, with Grace Clements, a receptionist at 
Castle School, Cambridge, also recording a 
career-best tally of 5,819 to claim bronze. 

“We were going for it, Grace and I, in the 
800m,” said Hazel, who also recorded personal 
bests in the 100m hurdles, 200m, long jump and 
javelin 

“The times weren’t much to write home 
about, but what a result for Cambridgeshire. 

“I knew I had a 10-second cushion on the 
Canadian girl and there was no way I was going 
to let her have it, no way on Earth. 

“I went in confident. I just wanted to put a 
gap between us in the javelin, because I’d heard 
she was a good runner but feeling a bit under 
the weather. 

“I’ve had some great coaches this year, but 
I’ve also been through a period when I’ve been 
training on my own and writing my own 
training programmes. I haven’t had the best 
preparation this year, so to come away with a 
result like that shows I’m more resilient, 
dedicated and committed than I thought.” 

Hazel expects her performance to earn her a 
place at next year’s World Championships in 
South Korea. And she is already plotting 
another fine display at the London Olympics in 
2012. I hope to be a real fighting force in 


London, with a bit more development in my 
body and some strengthening,” said Hazel. 
“Hopefully, I could come in the top eight.” 

And Hazel, who pulled out of the 100m 


hurdles on Sunday, appealed: “I’d love to know 
what everyone in Cambridgeshire is thinking.

“Two years of hard work has 
come to fruition and we're 
absolutely delighted.” 

Earlier in the day, Falkner and 
Monkhouse defeated Australians 
Lynsey Armitage and Natasha 
Van Eldik lVz-Vz to reach the 
final. 

Falkner, who won gold in the 
women’s fours on her 
Commonwealth Games debut in 
2002, but failed to qualify from 
her group in the singles in 
Melbourne four years ago, 
praised her and Monkhouse’s 
backroom staff for preparing 
them. 

And she felt a trip to Delhi in 
April to compete in an 
eight-team invitational 
tournament was vital in 
yesterday's success.
